'» THE SESSION'. 

TIk^ session of tlu' le^'islal iiro, which 
closed last night wa.s in some respects 
one oC the most interesting ever hclil in 
tlie province. Not very often luis public 
iitteiition been more closely concciitnitecl 
upon that body than ilnriiif? I he last 
tieven weeks. One thiiij; rendered the 
occasion somcwliat exceptional. Mr. 
Dunsixiuir and Mr. Elicrts returned from 
()tt:nva n few ilnyr; !;cf;;r(' the session 
opened, inid it was cxperlcd that tliey 
would be able to announce certain agree- 
ments vvitii the federal goveniment, 
which would prove to the ndvnntaKe of 
the pnjvince. It became evident al a 
very early day that this hopi' mijiht not 
1)e realized, and that, for some reason, 
Sir Wilfrid Lnurier did not propose to 
lake any imniediato nction upon the sev- 
<'rMl subjecls presented liy the provinci:il 
ininislers I'm- the coiisideral ion of liiin- 
.self and his collcafines. While the co- 
operation of the Dominion pov<'rrinu'nt 
was associated in the public mind chiellj 
with railway enterprises, there were otli- 
cr matters of great importance upon 
which there was reason to think .Mr. 
Dimsuiuir would be able to make some 
statement which would be of interest to 
the hou.sc and of value to the country, 
hut in this there was only <lis,Tiipoint- 
jnent.

It discards altogether 
ihc idea of out-and-out bonuses, and puts 
tlio provincial aid in tlu' form i>r a loan 
repayalili' at the disi-roi ion of tlio roiii- 
paiiy receiving it. lint bearing 2 per cent, 
interest for 't years and 3 per cent, thero- 
nfter. It secures the government the 
control of rates and tlie supervision nf 
<'ontracls. The latter is a new foaiuri' 
in legislation of this kind and its objects 
is to prevent over-cnpitnllzation. .Mr. 
Dtinsmuir's view is that the charges for 
the construction of railways should bear 
something like a close resembhincc to 
tlieir actual co^l, and lie is not content 



that the province shall give assistance, 
which construction cuiniianies will be 
able to jiut in th'!ir pockets as so much 
clear gain, as has been done in tbo cuso 
of more than one railway in Canada, 
where by reason of no government super- 
vision of contract:-, the price paid for 
construction has been far beyond the 
actual outlay. It is alleged by critics 
of the government policy that no com- 
panies will accept the assistance offered 
by till' lrj.-islatiire uniier the ieriiis of 
the Eoan Act. Tini'i will show whether 
this is n correct opinion, but in view of 
the magnitude of the railway problem 
in this province, the immense iin[iortaiice 
id govei-iiiiiioa control id' rates and the 
burdens that have been placed iiiion traf- 
lic in other parts of the continent 
through the excessive cr.pitalizatlon re- 
sulting- from the manipiilatioa of emi- 
traids, it was high tiaie for <oiiH' oie' t.) 
t.ake a stand ;ii favor of conditions more 
favorable to the public than have been 
placed in subsidy acts hitherto. The 
char;,'e upon tile revenue for aid given 
iliiilor tlie Loan .\et will lie, for the lirst 
hve years after the subsidy is paid, lU, 
and thereafter M; l>er cent. If railways 
can be secured at the nwderate cost to 
the province, and the govci niiient. can 
control the cost of the lino and the 
charges upon trallic, a remarkable gain 
will have le-eii made, and tile way of tho 
legislature to pnniiote still more (>xtcn- 
sive enterprises will be greatly snioothed. 

In the matter of u'oncral legislation, 
the work of the session has been very 
satisfactory and the several laws placi'd 
upon the statute book will be found of 
mueh piiblir lieiiolit. .\ s the more im- 
portant [iioa--iiros Well' (li^nis-icil in ihi'so 
cohimns w lion intnidm od, ii is not. ii.ces 
sary to review llioiii at tlii< tinio. It is 
too milch to I'.vpect that finality has been 
reached on any of the iiueslions dealt 
with. This is a growing province and 
there must be constant alleralion in its 
statutory laws to nu'ct the new cniKii. 
lions arising from time to itine, lint wi- 
venture to say that tho session of lOlll 
will be found to have been among the 
inyst U?eful ever Ifeld in British Colum- 
liiii.

^Ve pride ourselves In (he West Upon 
being practical. We will piil up with 
almost any othi.'r charilrlerlzatiou of our 
temperament, providvil it is admitted 
that we are pr,'»«'tf<'^'ft\. Most of us came 
to the Coast frOi'i'i some other place, am! 
we camo hero for pra(di<'al objecis, 
wliiidi may be summarized in the very 
short phrase, to make money. We found 
here tho most majestic scenery in the 
world, but none of ns has yet sat dowt; 
to enjoy It. Our whole tbonght has 
been as to how we can make the re-t of 
tlic> world realize how siip'rb our !; iid- 
scapes are. so that crowds may 'le in- 
duced to come here and we fan get some 
of their money. This only by w.iy of an 
illustration; another of a somewhat sim- 
ilar nature is the way in which a !,'reat 
many very e.xcidlent living people hesi- 
alte about suppressing vice too strin- 
gently, lest by so doing trade may he 
driven from mio (own to aiioliior.

Korea is not a large country. Its area 
lias not been correctly asi'crt ained, but 
Ihe best estimates place it al Tll.HKI 
sipiare miles. The populiiticju is put 
down at 7,500,000, which is not a large 
number for such a territory, according 
to Oriental ideas. IikIcimI it wmild be re- 
garded as not at all di'iise even in .\ni- 
erica. It lies in a considerably more 
southern latitude than any portion of 
British Oohinibin, its most northerly 
border being fully six degrees south of 
Victoria. Nc"vertheloss, its ( liniiite is 
quite severe in winter. Snow lii'S for a 
considerable period in every part of it, 
anil the rivers freeze The thcrmoinider 
freiiuently goes several degrees below 
zero. The Kumniers are not very warm, 
but wheat, rice, tobacco, hemp and cot- 
ton grow very well. Emits llourish, 
but either because of the cool summers 
or loo great moisture, the quality is not 
high.

In the bnckgrnnnd he placed the moun- 
tains -with a torn veil of cloud across 
them, half blotting them out, and the 
sou, madly angry, at their feet, look- 
ing upon it you could hear tho waters 
roar and the wind sob and wail; and in 
the foreground he painted the twisted 
oak tree, gnorled and old, witlt its bare, 
pleading arms block against tho broken 
sky.

It is a period of exceptional ac- 
tivity and every available meinber of the 
family is pressed into servic-e To this 
end district sc-hools are closed to allow 
The children to participate, lieiiee "sugar- 
ing holidays" arc probably peculiar to 
the Towuships. 

Sugar "bushes" i-ontain from GdO to 
ri.lKHJ trees. h'ive thousand nre r,ire, 
lidlltl not iincomiuon, but the average 
"bush" contains from 1,11011 to l.olHl trei'S 
which yield from one to four pounds of 
sugar per tree during the season. Two 
and a imlf pounds aie considerc-.l an av- 
erage yichl, three good and four pound 
Iters exceptional. It will thus be sc-cii 
that almost every farmer in the Kastern 
Townships is n sugar maimtac-turer to 
the extent of from from ^i"i to l.i.tHK) 
pounds a year, or from a quarter of a 
ton to seven and a half tons. There are 
n.l available data ou which to make any 
thing like 1111 acciirale estimate of the 
niaplo sugar products of (.'aiiada, but 
from the facts already sc-t forth it will 
be sci'li at ulic-c- to be a matter of c-onscl- 
eralde iniportanc-e. It is, of eonrse, well 
known that a great portion of the maple 
sap is never reduced to sugar, but is 
linishcil as syrup, yet the yield is always 
esliiuated in pounds of tiUgar, a giillou 
of svriio being equivalent to seven 
ponn'cls 'of sugar. The "tapping" of 
li.lMlll or "i.lMIII trees, the insert ion of the 
spoiils anil the hanging of the sap buck- 
ets is very iinii-kiy ai-c-oiniilislicd by the 
experienced Migiir-mikers, one man 
tapping from TiUO (o COO trees in a day. 

The gathering of the sap is a miiih 
more serious matter. Win 11 the "niii ' 
is on each tree hn.s to be visited twice a 
day nnd tho buckets cmpticl. Into a 
huge barrel, drawn on a sle.l. llie sap 
buckets nre emptied. If tlm snow is 
deep in the woods this work is the iin st 
tiring of nil, and favoralde m pnc-iiiii.iii- 
iu. The sap is then hauled to tin- sugar 
eaiiip nnd transferred to a huge tank, 
from which it is drawn off int.. tie- i-vap- 
onilor. From the ovaporatnr it iiic-r;;c-s 
at; syrup, nnd if the sugar be desire. 1 it 
is passed into another pan where the 
"sugaring-off" is eompleted. liy the av- 
craLi' farmer little attention is iniid to 
appearances in the tuigar "bush." The 
camp is 11 simple sirucllire. Seldom, if 
eve r, paiuteil. nnd having ample veiiiila- 
liou at the roof to secure the r.-ady exit 
of Ibe vapor. Besides this e-ainp is a

By n system of cross 
sections in the evaporating pan with 
apertures aiternnllng at either end the 
sap is forced sloAvly along a zig-zag 
course down the whole length of the pan 
from tho receiving (onipnrtmont, whero 
it Is thoroughly strained, to tho finish- 
ing coiiipartnjpnt, whence it is drawn off 
through a faweiit. 

Nothing is used in th(> manufacture of 
sugar and syriip except the sup of the 
iiiaple. The whole proi-i-s.s is a matter of 
eviiporatioii and stirring. When the sap 
boils too turioiisly a few drops of milk 
poured in ai ls like magic in subduing it. 
The skilled sugar-maker laiii easily tidl 
till' projicr c'lnsisteney for syrup or sugar 
yet this is more acciirntely gniigcd by an 
liyilrotuet er, whii-h iiiiliciites Ihe specilic 1 
gravit.v of tho liciuid. The sugar incinldsi 
for pound and half-pound cakes consist | 
of a few piirnllel wooden bars connected ; 
by moveable transverse iron sections; 
from which the cakes may be easily 
removed. 

^^'rit!ng of this same season thirty 
years tigo, a Canadian author said: 
The taste for maiile s-yrup is neither an 
ttuniilural nor an acanircd oiie. It i.s 
more than that— a purely untinii- 
al one, like that of the English- 
man for his beer, that of the 
.ScotPn-.an for his oatcake, or that of 
the Gorman for his national and 
timo-hoiiorod dish of sauer-kraut.

tremely rare casi'.s of late springs, it ex- 
tends into .May. The proce.-^.s of produc- 
ing tile sugar is so extremely siiniile that 
the treason is looked uiion rather as one 
of fesLivily than of downright labor, and 
large parlies of amateurs are daily form- 
ed to as.->ist the professionals iu the pro- 
iliiclion of llie article. Those who have 
had the good fortune to belong to tiUcli 
parties will cc-rtainly never forget the 
biislle and fun altcndant upon suidi fes- 
tivals. .Most of oiir l.'atiadian readers 
know what it is. They have passed their 
aiiprenticcship in tuc-tbod and mysteries 
of MUgar-uiaking; have in their time, ain- 
ateiir-likc, made a good deal of sugar 
and spoilt a good deal mure, and li.ive 
ilisl iiigui>hed tlieinselvcts by their laild- 
nldo (-Iforts to lud[i and their compleli' 
suc-c-ess in bidlig of no earthly use what- 
ever except lo impede the actions of the 
professionals. 

The process by which maple sugar is 
iiiuile is thus ilescribeil by Doiu-licU.-: 
"The rapklity of vi-pelalion, or imire pro 
perly it« cause, the almost sudden trans- 
ition from cold to Ileal, appears essential 
to the production ,if the article, at least 
in quantities, iiia.-^nincli as the c-opious 
exndatioii of sap fi-.nii the maple tree is 
the c-onsequence of its being rapidly dis- 
solved from a congealed slate, ami i-.iii- 
vcrlc.l into a thin saccharine sc-ruiii,

Siiiiie foreign trade has bc-i-n liiiiU. up 
ill th.- export of maple sugar ami maple 
syrup, especially to Cireat I'lrilaiii, wlien- 
tile lu-cidiic-ts are rec-ogiiizccl as the clcli- 
ca.-ies wliie-li they arc, and where llccy 
sell at [irices w-liich would make the 
imiiilhs of the maker wati-r, ju.st as his 
dainty do the mouths of the purchasers; 
but tile export triiile is in its infancy and 
will stand a lot of expnusiou. Any en- 
terprising iiierciiaut who has any connei-- 
tious in Soutn Africa or Australia could 
secure a good profit by shipping thewe 
peculiar spring products of ours to tho 
-Vntipodes— for there tliey would be deli- 
cacies in very truth. 

One Canadian who was in Australia n 
few years ago, had an amusing experi- 
ence in this connection. Boasting one 
day of the superiority of Canada over 
.\ustralia, he was dwelling upon the de- 
lights of a Ganudinn spring, and told of 
till- beauty presented by the annual 
transformation of nature iit this period. 
He astonished his antipodean relatives 
by telling them of tho delight of watch- 
ing the green loaves appear each spring 
upon the trees, for in Australia the trees 
shed their bark nnd not their leaves, and 
there is no annnnl resurrection of nature 
as with us. They could not at first un- 
derstand the witchery with which the 
woods and forests suildenl.v take on the ir 
garb of green, nor the wonderful niois- 
tiire which was given to the grouud lev 
the melting of the winter's snow— indeed, 
they had never seen miow. and cuily ini- 
agiiiod what it was like. But after iiiiicli 
argument, and the showing of many ill- 
ustrations by photographs nnd otherwise, 
they were convinced that Canada was a 
(ontitry which every twelve months lie- 
held the wonderfid work of nature to an 
extent nnknown in their di-onth cursed 
and heat-stricken land. They came to 
understand how much the winter's snows 
meant to us people of the north; how we 
used it to develop our rpsourees, how we 
tiirnod it to u.>!e in the making of good 
roads for Inmliering, farming, eti"., and 
how its melting each spring gave to the 
earth that moisture which the!r own land 
so often lacks; nnd how. after nil, Can- 
ada was not such a bad country. 

lint when the (^auaiiian told them that 
the trcc-s gave luit isweet syrup and sugar 
c-ac-b spring— syrup and sugar which I'lin 
lie i-ipiallcil it. no tropical climale —that 
was till- last straw.

THE SU.M.MEIt SCHOOL. 

It may be intere'sting to refer to some 
of the details of the summer school, par- 
lii-iilais of which have tilready apticared 
ill these columns. 

The party wliicli arriyed in the city 
last evening from Xanaiiuo in their jiri- 
vate car, is composccl of six professors of 
the staff of the Applied .Science division 
of the University, and 17 students of tho 
tSird year in the mining course. The 
names of the professors >vho ;iccomp-iiiv 
the paiiy are: Dr. rorler, prcfessor ci"? 
milling; Dr. .-Vdaiiis. professor of geol-igy, 
ami a distinguished savant as well ns a 
learned professor: I'rol'. Druper. iiictal- 
lurgy; I'rof. X. X. |.;v.-ins, c-hc^inist ry : 
I'rof. I.eroy, assistant in geology; ami 
I'reef. Howar.I, ,-issi-tant in iiict allnriry. 

The whole inmilier of tliis snniiiier 
sc-liocd of the university are com forta blv 
accommodated iu a private c-,-ir whieli 
accompanies them wherever they lto, iiu-l 
in which they live. They have Hvo 
cooks qs well ns a porter, and carry their 



provisions witli them, so that they are 
all together socially us well as in the 
more serious part of their trip. They 
have II thoroughly enjoyable time while 
on tour of the mining 'districts of the 
west. 

The summer school of miffing is com- 
paratively 11 new feature of the course. 
One year they spent the term in Cape 
Breton; another at Pittsburg; nnd^'last 
sumiuer would have beeu spent in this 
province had it riot been for tho strikes 
in Kootenay interfering with the opera- 
tions of the mines. This year they are 
here, as one of tho professors put it. 
So far they have just Inspected some oC 
the coal mines of the ishind and they 
will, after spemling Siaday here, return 
to Lad.v^nith, and there spend another 
clay before returning to the mainland. 
Their car was brought over by ferry to 
Ladysiuith, and will he taken back to 
the mainland hy the same means. Tlioy 
go to Nelson, Itosslaiid, the Hoiii idar y 
country, and the Slocaii, and then talie fn 
I''eriiie and the coal and coke plant thero 
before returning east. Kvcry different 
phase of the mining of the province will, 
as far as possible, be seen by the stu- 
dents as they go. Their visit to the coal 
mines on the island has been spent iu 
going down and seeing for themselves 
the works of nature which they get from 
books, the other nine months of tho year.

On tile eve of an appeal in 
the l ouiitry il is proper for the party in 
oppusitioii to ennneiate their policy, to 
propiiiind tile vie\V8 which they hold, 
and tu outline a protjramme of lejiisla- 
liiin if tlie electorate entrust them \yilh 
the reins of power.

SOME INTERESTING STATISTICS. 

The ore productlott from Rossland last 
week reaciied tllC respectable total of 
11,0G0 tons, of which tho Lo Boi contrib- 
uted 0,000 tons, or over a hundred tons 
more than the aggregate output of tho 
Hosslnud district during tho month of 
April in 1900. According to the report 
of the gold commissioner tor the division, 
Mr. John Klrkup, tho -.iro shipments 
from Ko^laud in 1900 were 217,782 tons. 
There ho'^'e nlrendy this year, a iiei iod of 
a litUo over four months, been shipped 
150,000 tons, and consequently, providing 
the rate of increase is maintained, in si.x 
weeks time lust year's figures should be 
etiuallod, -while well before the close of 
1901 a gain of 100 per cent, in production 
will htive been made over the best annual 
performance as yet oClicially recorded. 
Turning to the prudiiction of the Bound- 
ary Greek mines, the fihowin^' is no less 
satisfactory, thou^'h perhaps luirdly i" a 
sense so rtimarkahle.

In ray notes of n week or so ago 1 ad- 
duced some reasons contributing to the 
general slimu' in standard B. C. mining 
stocks. So far however ns the Payne 
and (Vntre Star nre concerned, Ihe ex- 
traordinary decline in share values was 
undoubtedly hastened by the passing of 
expected dividends at a critical moment. 
In the case of the Centre Star the de- 
cision to pass tho dividend was based 
upon ntlvices received froiu the manager 
to the effect that under present condi- 
tions the continuance of monthly distri- 
butions was not advisable, on the 
grounds, it is alleged, that the ore now 
biMUg mined is of lower grade than here- 
tofore — how much lower is not stated. 
If this statement is correct it need not. 
howi'Vir, give cause for" uneasiness, ;is 
in the adjoining mine, the Le Hoi. and in 
fact nearly every important nii'ne over 
worked, zones of less rich ore nfi occas- 
ionally encountered. Work on tlie Centre 
Star is now said to be on the Ue TJoi lode 
and it is therefore reasonable to suppose 
that when the same liepth is attained on 
the former better values will he ohtaine.!. 
Jlcanwhile it is interesting to compare 
the value of the two mines according to 
the estimation o," the slock ■market. 
Centre Star nt 'M cents, the nominal 
capitalization lieing at three and a lialf 
million dollars, is valued at a million and 
fifty thousand ilollars. I,e Roi irl the 
present Loudon price of £0^|, Is Tallied 
nt nine million seven Iiundred and lifty 
thousand dollars. While, of. course. I.e 
Uoi is in point of development aud equip- |^piick;ii:e 
ment in a far superior position lo the " 
Centre Star, the latter mine nevertheless 
has the same large pa.v-chute. and if the 
valuation of I.e Koi is rensonaMe that of 
tlie Centre Star is absurd.
